Labor’s Wise Suggestion 

The Atlanta Federation of Trades has sug- 
gested the creation of a war industries board 
for Greater Atlanta. The purpose of the 
board would be to secure war industries for 
this area, to plan so there would be no hap- 
hazard planning or economic blight follow- 
ing the end of the war and to avoid “cut- 
throat competition between local governments 
over location of vital defense industries and 
promotion of real estate ventures.” 

That is an extremely wise and important 
suggestion, Neither should it be difficult of 
achievement. For, if all individuals and in- 
terests are not united in the one purpose of 
best promoting the nation’s war aims, there 
has been sad misjudgment of the temper of 
Atlanta people. 

When the federal government desires to 
locate a new factory or other establishment 
of the war program in the Atlanta area there 
should be one, and one only, consideration in 
selecting its exact site. That is, it should 
be the site among all available best suited 
to the most efficient operation of the new 
plant. m 

If there has been rivalry or competition in 
the past between counties, towns or localities, 
or between real estate or other business in- 
terests, those responsible for such rivalry should 
hang their heads in shame. For they have 
been guilty of placing personal advantage 
above the nation’s war needs,

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WASHINGTON PARADE

U-BOAT PLANE CARRIERS? WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.— 


Naval authorities do not 
write off the possibility of the Germans springing surprise air 
raids on some of our Atlantic seaboard cities by the use of sub- 
marines as aircraft carriers. 

The Nazis are known to have been experimenting with the idea 
for some time, even before long-range bombers 
were developed to their present stage. 

Subs used in recent attacks on our coastal 
shipping, both Atlantic and Pacific, are said to 
be capable of accommodating two bombers, if 
converted into aircraft carriers. The planes 
would have to be built with folding wings in 
order to conserve space in the undersea craft. 
But this is a subject of experimental develop- 
ment that was ‘already well advanced both here 
and in Germany before the war started. 

Launched at night short distances from our 
shores, the sub-based bombers could get in 
their work and return to their undersea car- 
riers within a few hours, remaining submerged 
and out of sight during the day. 

While government officials have no posi- 
tive information on their intended use, they do 
know that _the Germans have been conducting 

experiments along this line; hence they would 
not be surprised to see such raids undertaken for whatever nuisance 
value might be accomplished. 


MANY TARGETS Any number of Atlantic seaboard cities 
would offer important targets for the Nazis: 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia and Norfolk, to name the principal 
ones. Even such interior points as Washington and Baltimore would 
not be beyond range of the bombers, provided the subs were able 
to come close enough inshore. They have been operating pretty 
close, practically in sight in some instances. 
Needless to say, the necessary precautions to meet such surprise 
attacks are being taken. 


ANOTHER POSSIBILITY Another possibility not being over- 

looked by our military heads is the 
threat of Japanese air raids against large industrial centers in the 
midwest Great Lakes area: cities like Chicago, Detroit, Milwaukee 
and Cleveland. 

The raids might conceivably be effected by a relay system of 
long-range, four-motored bombers using isolated unpopulated re- 
gions of the Canadian northwest as refueling bases. 

It would work out this way, as our officials have analyzed the 
situation: Long-range bombers, incapable of making the flight from 
Japanese territory and return when loaded with bombs, would first 
set up a refueling base in the Canadian wilderness, carrying only 
gasoline on the initial trips. Later other loaded bombers would 
come along, refuel, and proceed on to their objectives.

The commission rescued her and got her 

out of Russia. Descended from one of the best-known families of 
Russia, daughter of a princess, she came to this country and worked 
as a tutor in the middle west. There she “ts a young lieutenant 
in the American Navy. They were married. 

She began to write. Her finest book was “A World Can End.” 
Her second was “A World Begins.” Her third was “First To Go 
Back.” She was the first of the exiled Russian nobility permitted 
to visit the country. 

Few understand Russia as well-as she. Few have been as fair 
toward it as this woman who suffered through the revolution, 
who twice was summoned to be executed, and who lived through 
it to become a successful writer and a very. vivid personality in 


this country. . 
Today she is a visitor in Atlanta, with a new book. 


THE BEST STORY She worked as a Red Cross nurse during 

the Russian part of the war. She saw it 
all. She saw the revolution come and go. I don’t think a better book 
was written about that gigantic force which was loosed in Russia. 
I doubt if anyone understands Russia any better than this woman 
who could have been made bitter and unreasoning; who could have 
become just one of the exiles, but who chose to become useful and 
successful and understanding instead. 

She is a very lovely person and an old friend and I am glad that 
her arrival coincides with my birthday. It is a very nice gift. 

She is a most remarkable sort of person, to have seen so much 
and to have been a part of so much history and yet to remain s0 
much alive and so unharmed by it all. 

I recall that book, “A World Can End,” which I have not read 
in some years, as one of the best pictures of a revolution one could 
find. It is all there, written not from the viewpoint of a person whe 
looked back on it, or who was one of the backers of the revolution, 
but from one who was caught up in it and left broken and dying.

For if each. hour 
counts so much for the cause when it is won 
by the heroism of the men under direct enemy 
attack. it is equally vital for all who have part 
in the getting of the reinforcements and 
supplies to our beleaguered brothers. 

Any man, any interest or any group which, 
in America today, delays by one hour production 
of any war supply or war effort, is guilty of 
aiding. the enemy. Just as guilty as the soldier 
who surrenders before he must. And the 
delayer at home has less excuse than the 
soldier under fire. 

While men are dying in calm heroism so 
that our outposts across the world may stand 
for each vital hour, we should be recreant to all 
duty and conscience if we permit the help they 
so desperately need to be delayed a single 
minute because of us. 

“Each hour is vital.” That call applies to us 
as much as it does to the men in the front

: Greatest safeguard against being caught unawares by possible 
air raids is the new aircraft warning instruments the British have 
perfected in collaboration with American engineers. It was such an 
Instrument that enabled an American noncom to detect the ap- 
proach of a squadron of Japanese planes 130 miles from Honolulu 
on 8 morning of the Hawaiian attack, as related in the Roberts 
report. 

The instruments represent one of the most valuable scientific 
developments of the war. They are said to be capable of picking 
up an approaching plane for a distance of 250 miles. Details of the 
mechanism remain a prime military secret, of course, but they are 
reported to include refinements which even permit the identifica- 
tion of types of aircraft, as regards motor characteristics. 


USE IN BRITAIN One of the chief reasons why the Germans 

several months ago gave up their massed 
air attacks on England is said to be the widespread use of the in- 
struments by the British. It is no longer possible for the Nazis to 
come in at high altitudes undetected until the bombs start falling. 
The British are able to tell almost the instant the German bombers 
take off in France or other adjacent enemy territory. By the time 
they are across the channel, British fighters: are up to meet them. 

The instruments have destroyed the surprise element in air raids. 
Since their effectiveness has been proved, the Germans have prac- 
tically abandoned their earlier extensive forays against British 
cities. Whether this is the sole cause or not, the Nazis haven't sent 
a major mission against the British Isles for more than six months.

I doubt if any of us in this country understood Russia. We had 
believed that, if the opportunity came, the people would revolt 
against the Stalin government, 

When the enemy came it developed the Russian people first were 
Russians. Many were not Communists. All were Russians. 

It already is obvious that this war inevitably will make for 
greater influence for Russia in Europe, but also it is obvious it will 
have a profound effect on Russian government’and thought. 

When peace is made Russia will be the dominant country in 
Europe insofar as influence goes. It is impossible that the Russians, 
subjected to companionship with England and this country in a war 
against a common enemy, will not be affected by what goes on in 
this war in thought and action. 

They are difficult to’understand, the Russians. The country is 
so vast, so virile, so mysterious, so secretive, that we know only a 
little about it. We see they can fight. We see they are as shrewd 
as. the Germans and even more realistic. 

The Countess Irina, now, and for many years, Mrs. Victor 
Blakeslee, is as good an American as any and she also understands 
Russia. I could wish all of us had read more of her books and that 
especially our State Department might have read them. I recall 
that 10 years ago she and her husband saw that Red army and 
evaluated it about as it has proved itself. 


Nothing Bad Said About Rascals 


Is Offensive to Honest Men 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Several prominent ladies have appeared in print lately to warn 
all of us that criticism of the Japs as a race may offend our friends 
the Chinese because the two are so much alike. 

It is another mote and beam incident; for while the ladies warn 
us not to offend, they themselves give offense without realizing it. 

Few things could offend a Chinese more than telling him he is 
like a Jap. 

In all discussion of racial differences, and all efforts to protect 
tender racial sensibilities, the factor of greatest importance is 
usually overlooked. 

The effectiveness of an insult, like that of a joke, is not in itself 
but in the ear of the person to whom it is addressed. Calling a man 
by his racial name doesn’t hurt his feelings if he is proud of his race. 

An American is not insulted when somebody calls him an 
American, for he isn’t ashamed of being one, 

Even the filthy and animal-like Eskimo of the far north is proud 
of his race. He feels superior to the white man—and so he ig in 
fighting the hardships of his environment. 

The Indian is not offended when called an Indian, for he {fg 
proud of his race. Will Rogers was proud of his Indian blood, and 
so was Vice President Curtis. In my boyhood I knew several half- 
breeds, and it was their Indian blood of which they boasted—not 
their white blood. 

The Chinese coolie, ground down by centuries of toil and pove- 
erty, is inferior to white men who have had greater advantages, 
but he doesn't feel inferior. And the high-class Chinese looks down 
upon white men—for one reason because they smell bad to him, 
He has no body odor. -For years he despised Christians, for all 
white men were Christians to him, and most of those he knew were 
thieves. ‘ 

The Japs have always been awed by white men. That is why 
Jap soldiers were hardened for the job ahead by slapping white 
men and women in occupied China. Jap papers boasted, as of @ 
great achievement: “Japanese slap white men.” 

The Japs have made this a race war, in hope of unifying Asiatics; 
but they will profit little in China, for the Chinese despise them 
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“Anyone finding it will know it’s my check book— 
I signed my name on every blank check!”

Strikes Cripple 
Two Plants in

Third Vital Mill Strives 
To Recover From Effect 
of ‘Slow Down.’
